As soon, however, as 
America entered the War he veered 
round surprisingly ‘and decorated 
the front pages of his newspapers 
with red, white, and blue streamers,

To-day one of Hearst's old foes in 
the Democrat Party—a 
Catholic who began life as.a news- 
boy—stands nominated for, the Pre- 
sidency. | He is “Al Smith, now 
Governor of New York, who, in 
1919, taking his courage in his 
hands, challenged Hearst to a pub- 
He debate in the Carnegie Hall, 
New York. “Al's” only stipulation 
was that Hearst “might ask him any 
questions concerning his private or 
public life if the same privilege was 
accorded the Governor in respect to 
Hearst.” Before a packed and thrill- 
ed audience he denounced Hearst 
as “a pestilence that walks in the 
dark” and an “enemy of the people.”

First of all there is, the subject of 
the Central Administration. Situat- 
ed-in Kabul, {ts various depart- 
ments such as that of education, 
agriculture, commerce and industry, 
justice, police, finance, and foreign 
affairs, require a complete over-' 
haut; Improvements in them would 
qutomatieally ‘awaken & greater 
sense of responsibility In the pro- 
vineial administration. . 

The Educational Department is 
boing conducted extraordinarily 
well by Falz Mohamed Khan, 
with the help of ‘his able assistant, 
whom I saw take such a prominent 
part in .the deliberations at the 
Jubilee celebrations of the Moslim 
University at Aligarh, Not only 
colleges are glying good higher ins- 
truction at Kabul, wut in primary, 
education, In place of mosque- 
schools, . Government institutions 
are installed in practically every 
street of the capital, and travelling 
teachers are sent to villages at re- 
gular intervals. In addition foreign 
instructors are employed to teac! 
those students who are ear-marked 
as Government scholars for techni- 
cal training .in France’ and 
Germany. A goodly . amount of 
work in translating usefal books 
into Persian has also been done. 
It should be noticed in this res- 
pect that English subjects. are not 
rently in demand, and the tendency 
is to gend only a small percentage 
of Afghan boys for education in this 
country, This raises ‘a: political 
issue which. I shall examine pre- 
sently. . d 

‘KING AND COURTIERS. 
- Closely associated with education 
is the foreign service of. Afghanis- 
tan. In several European and 
Asiatic countries Afghanistan fs re- 
presented, but the training of per- 
sonnel at Kabul, with the possible 
except’on of .a private “School of 
Political Sciences, organized by 
Prince Mohamed Wali Khan, ‘is a 
snd story. For that, service there is 
no fixed standard or period of train- 
ing, in some cases the knowledge of 
the ‘language of. the country to 
which one 4s appointed is consider- 
ed unnecessary, and something ap- 
proaching “the wild-denintrigie” of 
Shahshuja’s time still. lingers on; 
the tragedy of’, it being that the 
young king has- almost a daily 
struggle againat the eonfiicting in- 
terests of his-courtlers. He is thus 
hindered nt every step he takes for 
the reformation of his country. 

At the head of the Commerce De. 
partment he had an able man in 
‘Abdul Hadi Khan; a young. jour- 
nalist, who, after winning his spurs 
under that brilant poet-acholar, 
Sardar Mahmmud Beg Tarzi, acted 
aa the first Afghan Minister-in Lon- 
don. During the visit of King 
Amanullah to.Moscow, the Vazir of 
agriculture was summoned to Rus- 
sia with a view to cementing a new 
Soviet-Afghan commercial - treaty. 
In the Treasury Diwan Naranjon, 
a gifted’ Afghan Hindu, still reigns 
supreme; but the War Office misses 
‘ita » Sapah Jar—he materially 
helped Afg' win ‘her ‘ine 
depehdeyté—who'bldes . #3 .timd In 
France, after’relinquishing his post 
of Afghan Minister in’ Paris for 
reasons of “ill-héalth.”

: BATTERY RENEWALS, 


: [By “Sparks.”] 
Since the inception. of broadcast- 
ing and the meteoric popularity of 
Hatening-in, radio engineers have 
been striving to porfcct an appara-, 
tus that would do away with the 
nuisance of battery;ronewals-and 
maintenance! At the start most 
of the dovices, while being right as 
far as the idea was concerned, fell 
down on the job through the use of 
poorly designed and inadequate 
chokes and filters. Usually the fil- 
ter .condensers were not large 
enough,-and the. eliminator was not 
able to, store up enough power or 
current to meet the demands of the 
amplifiers during perlods when loud 
passages were being reproduced.
